Vale Council cuts

At the meeting of the Vale Council’s cabinet on 
Monday (June 15) it was revealed that negotiations 
with the 02 phone company have resulted in a new 
agreement. The council has been with 02 since 2012. 

The cabinet was told that in the last year of the 
contract (2014/15) 02 had received £92,825. 
However, under the terms of the new agreement, that 
sum is expected to fall by between £30.000 and 
£35,000 for each year of the three-year term of the 
new contract.

Lasting Power 
of Attorney 

‘TRUST IS THE KEY WORD’ 


1 WOULD like to expand on the topic 
of Lasting Power of Attorney (LPA) 
to GEM readers, raised in the June 4 
issue, from a solicitor’s point of view. 

Approaching this subject can be difficult at 
the best of times; however, a necessary one. 

A number of options are available for those 
wishing to nominate a guardian or for someone 
seeking to protect a vulnerable person. 

True, the system is somewhat bureaucratic; 
nevertheless, for those where financial 
constraints are an issue, applying for LPA is 
reasonably straightforward - as long as they 
go about it logically. 

That means read the available advice 
www.gov.uk/power-of-attorney ; study the

fundamentals of LPA - assets and/or welfare. 

The system is flexible, and there are a 
number of ways to proceed for those wishing 
to grant LPA or nominate a guardian. 

This includes increasing the levels of 
protection, should the need arise (onset of 
dementia) at a later date. Whilst there are 
initial administrative costs, these can be 
refunded. 

The main issue to consider in this process is 
‘trust’. Nominating more than one person to 
act for you in whatever role you choose can be 
advantageous, and all are accountable for their 
actions.

“It is one of the best 
decisions I have ever 
made. It is fantastic - 
like being part of a 
family. 

“There are people of 
different ages and 
backgrounds, and there’s 
really good banter. I 
even get to sing Calon 
Lan! 

“There are so many 
songs that we sing - it’s 
opened my eyes. 

“I would encourage 
anyone of whatever age 
or background to get 
involved with a choir. 

“When you say ‘I 
should have done this 
years ago’, the other 
choir members reply: 
‘That’s what everybody 
says’.” 

Choir president 
Gordon Mudford said he 
had been thrilled with 
the response. 


“We now have 43 
members and some 
younger members which 
has reduced our average 
age. 

“The prospective 
members went through 
certain parts of music 
with our musical 
director Dot Connell 
and we found out which 
part of the choir suited 
them - bass, baritone, 
second tenor and first 
tenor. 

“Some of the new 
members were able to 
come to Rheinfelden 
with us.” 

The choir, which was 
founded in 1902, has 
performed in many 
countries including 
Norway, Holland, 
Germany, Spain and 
France. 

In 1961, it had 18 
members. By 1975, that 
number had swelled to 
85 - so 43 in 2015 
seems more than 
respectable. 


It has an illustrious 
history including first 
place in the male voice 
choir competition in 
Chester in 1971, the 
‘blue ribband’ in Chester 
in 1970 and third place 
in the Llangollen 
International Musical 
Eisteddfod in 1976. 

It often performs in 
other languages such as 
French, German, 
Hungarian, Spanish and 
Italian. 

The choir’s annual 
concert helps fund 
touring and expenses, 
but other appearances 
are for charity and the 
choir has helped to raise 
more than £200,000 for 
good causes over the 
years. 

Male voice choirs are 
an indispensable part of 
Welsh culture and it is 
good to know Barry 
Male Voice Choir is in 
good hands for another 
generation. 

The vice chairman, 
Gareth Jones, told The 
GEM: “The annual 

concert will be a proud 
occasion for everyone. A 
strong harmonious bond 
has been formed 
between our new voices 
and the experienced 
members. The choir is 
revitalised!”

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Speaker’s love 
affair with 
6 The Big Caf 


ON June 9, member 
David Bray gave a 
talk to Dinas Powys 
Probus Club 

entitled ‘The Big 
Cat’, an account of 
his love affair with 
Jaguar cars which 
began when, aged 
14, he saw Brendan 
Bowles driving a 
Jaguar XK-12 and 
resolved to have one 
some day. 

In the 50s, they were 
the ‘must-have car’ for 
the rich and famous stars 
of radio and television, 
many of whom 
frequented The Windsor 
hotel in Cardiff. They 
were spectacular, in 
particular, the E-Type 
sports mode, and had 
bodies styled by an 
aeronautical engineer. 
They were a huge hit at 
the New York Motor 
Show. 

First, David had to be 
content with more 
modest cars such as a 
Ford Popular costing £60 
and kept in running order 
with spares recovered 
from Bill Whye’s scrap 
yard, followed by a Ford 
Capri and a Morris 1000, 
his favourite car. 

But, on retirement in 
2000 as head of waste 
management for Cardiff 
City Council, David was 
finally able to buy his 
first Jaguar, a V12 2/2 
coupe. 

Fortunately, his wife 
Mary, was equally 
enthusiastic about the car 
and they joined the 
owners’ club on rallies 
around Britain and the 


continent. 

One highlight was a 
100-car convoy around 
France, which included a 
visit to a chateau where 
the Count had a large 
collection of Jaguars and 
strangely, hundreds of 
bicycles. 

A drawback to touring 
the mountains of France 
and Germany was that in 
the thin air, the petrol 
consumption in the big 
engined car dropped to 
no more than six mpg. 

On one trip abroad, the 
British contingent were 
joined by the Porsche 
Motor Club of France, 
and together they visited 
the Pegasus bridge, made 
famous in the 1944 
invasion. 

By a strange moment 
of fate, the chairman of 
the Jaguar Club had been 
in command of the 
British troops who had 
held the bridge during 
the fighting . 

On these journeys, the 
group were usually 
accompanied by 

maintenance engineers in 
case of breakdowns, and 
on one occasion David’s 
car needed emergency 
repairs to a leaking 
radiator. His car is now in 
the hands of his son for 
overhaul etc. which gives 
David time to spend with 
the family’s horses. 

David’s talk was full 
of humour and was 
greatly enjoyed by the 
members. The vote of 
thanks was given by 
Graham Russell.

From Wick to St 
Donat’s Castle 


SEVEN walkers 
from Penarth and 
District Ramblers, 
including leader 
Geraint and his 
sheepdog Patch, 
arrived at Wick 
which once 

contained six pubs 
and had a 
reputation in 

smuggling days for 
the ‘wreckers of 
Wick,’ who would 
lure ships onto the 
rocky shore by 
showing false lights 
and then steal their 
cargo. 

The group made their 
way through fields where 
some stiles were lost in 
the thick undergrowth, 
but a good bash with a 
trusty stick soon allowed 
them through on their 
journey to St Donat’s 
Castle. 

In the 13th century, it 
was held by the de 
Haweys family, before 
passing by marriage into 
the Stradling family and 
in 1925 was sold to the 
newspaper magnate 
Randolph Hearst. 

It was commandeered 
for the training of Army 
officers during World 
War Two and then in 
1960, became Atlantic 
College and receives 
students from all over the 
world who come to 
study. 

The small medieval 
12th century church 
dedicated to St Dunwyd 
lies in the shadow of the 
castle and the churchyard 
contains a memorial to 
the Stradlings. 

More fields led them 


to Cwm Marcross and 
over several sets of 
stepping stones across 
the brook in the pretty 
nature reserve, before 
they arrived at the coast. 

A climb up the cliff on 
the Wales Coast Path, 
was followed by lunch in 
Cwm Nash, out of the 
wind beside the Nash 
Brook which empties 
across the pebble beach 
into the sea. 

Then came a climb 
onto the clifftop before 
turning inland near the 
remains of an old Celtic 
fort. Quiet lanes led 
them back to Wick.

I don’t want to see children 
leaving primary schools across the 
Vale and being swept into a huge 
school where personal attention to 
particular needs would be virtually 
impossible. 

It could be an intimidating 
environment for many, an 
enormous school where teachers 
don’t know pupils names and vice 


versa. 

I have written to the leader of the 
Vale Council this week to request 
that opinions of teaching 
professionals for and against the 
proposals are heard in an open and 
positive way. 

This proposal is too important to 
be given the go ahead based on 
limited feedback, and the local 
authority could be designing in 
major problems for the future. 

I am concerned that the local 
authority just hasn’t thought this 
proposal through. 

We are yet to see how such a 
major change to ours schools will 
improve standards. That, combined 
with no guarantee of funding for 
such major changes, could result in 
serious consequences.

‘We need to educate 
ourselves on diabetes’ 


THE number of 
people with diabetes 
in Cardiff and the 
Vale has reached an 
all-time high of 
23,035 according to 
new figures released 
today by Diabetes 
UK Cymru. 

The new figures, 
extracted from official 
NHS data and published 
at the start of Diabetes 
Week, show that the 
sharp rise in diabetes 
cases in recent years is 
continuing, with 

177,212, people 

diagnosed with the 
condition across Wales. 

If this trend carries on, 
then in 10 years it is 
estimated that 288,000 
people in Wales will have 
diabetes. 

Many cases of Type 2 
diabetes can be 
prevented - but there is 
no way of preventing 
Type 1. 

With so many people 
now living with the 
condition, NHS Wales 
needs to prioritise giving 
people the education they 
need to manage their 
diabetes well. 

At the moment, 
diabetes education is 
barely provided, 

resulting in devastating 
health complications, 
including amputation, 
blindness and stroke. 

Beyond the human 
suffering, diabetes costs 
NHS Wales nearly £500 
million a year, 80 per 
cent of which is spent on 


managing avoidable 
complications. 

Diabetes UK Cymru is 
calling on NHS Wales 
and the Cardiff and Vale 
University Health Board 
to ensure people living 
with diabetes in the area 
are provided with 
education and support to 
manage their condition 
on a day to day basis 
effectively. 

Diabetes UK Cymru’s 
director, Dai Williams, 
said: “Over the last 
decade we have seen the 
number of people with 
diabetes rising at an 
alarming rate and these 
latest figures are a stark 
call to action - we must 
act now or face the very 
real danger of diabetes 
devastating the lives of 
even more people, and 
threatening to wreck the 


already over-burdened 
NHS. 

“We know that most 
people newly-diagnosed 
with diabetes are not 
offered a group education 
course. This is despite 
strong evidence that 
giving people the 
knowledge and skills to 
manage their diabetes 
effectively can reduce 
their long-term risk of 
complications. 

“While Welsh 

Government made a 
commitment to improve 
access to timely 
structured education for 
people with diabetes 18 
months ago, little 
progress has been made. 
Now, we need to see 
health boards across 
Wales making this a 
priority for their patients 
living with diabetes.”

A direct phone line on 
their card will put the 
registered individuals in 
touch with a trained 
operator at the South 
Wales Police call centre. 


The operators will 
have access to 
information about the 
individual’s needs to 
help them deal with the 
call appropriately and 
seek the right kind of 
support to quickly 
minimise distress. 

Principal speech and 
language therapist Karen 
is one of the ABMU 
staff members who work 
as part of Cardiff 
Community Learning 
Disabilities Team. 

She was heavily 
involved in the 
development of the card, 
advising on suitable 
resources to support 
accessible information 
about the card and the 
development of training

The free scheme, 
which has more than 300 
users registered on its 
secure database, is 
already making 
difference. 

SAFE RETURN 

Karen said one 
registered service user 
who regularly travels 
independently from his 
home in Cardiff had 
come to the attention of 
police in Merthyr. 

Police asked him if he 
had a Keep Safe Card 
and were then able to 
support him 
appropriately and 
contact relevant people 
to ensure his safe return. 

She said: “Some 
people with learning 
disabilities can get in the 
wrong place at the 
wrong time. Having the 
card meant he wasn’t 
detained and wasn’t 
subjected to a mental 
health assessment which 
saved not only time and 
resources for the police 
and health service but 
also minimised distress 
and confusion for the 
individual. It was great 
to hear feedback like 
that.”

NEWS FROM FONMON APIARY 

by HAROLD WILLIAMS 


S WARMS and more 
swarms is the order of 
the day! My own bees 
have swarmed and calls are 
coming in all of the time. 

This month is proving to be a 
very active one. The swarming of 
bees is a perfectly natural event; it 
is after all how the species ensures 
its survival. 

What was one colony will now 
become two. One of the major 
triggers that bring about a swarm 
is usually the lack of space in the 
hive; at this time of the year, a 
queen bee can be laying up to 
2,000 eggs per day! Why this 
many? 

Well, the life of a worker bee 
(all workers are female) is 
measured in weeks - six weeks is 
about all they last - they literally 
work themselves to death to 
provide for the needs of the 
colony, so new bees are a must if a 
colony is to survive. 

What is the format of our 


beehives we talk about? They are, 
in essence, wooden boxes set upon 
a base (floor). However, the 
dimensions of these simple boxes 
have to be accurate - because 
precision in honeycomb 
manufacture is something that the 
bees excel at. 

There is within the hive a very 
definite bee space! This space is 
there so that the bees can 
manoeuvre between the wooden 
frames that we beekeepers insert 
into a hive. 

In their turn, these wooden 
frames have to be constructed to 
precise measurements to maintain 
that required bee space. 

The bees will not tolerate any 
dimensional infidelity on the part 
of the beekeeper. 

So what is the bee space? It is 
6mm. When a frame is inserted 
into the hive it is so constructed 
that it meets the demands of the 
bees: it is shy of the internal walls 
by this magic number and also has 


the same spacing on its underside. 

Trying to describe this bee 
space is not too straightforward, 
but those of you reading this 
article would soon understand if 
you ever got to observe the inner 
workings of a beehive. 

So room to expand has to exist 
within a beehive; the beekeeper 
can add extra boxes to provide the 
bees with more room and, 
hopefully, control swarming - but 
things don’t always go to plan and 
after all swarming is how the 
species ensures its survival. 

The poor beekeepers are left 
nonplussed when, despite their 
best efforts, their bees decide to 
depart... 

This beekeeping year is 
producing a variety of conditions 
and the bees are handling the 
variable weather well enough. 
Will we get a honey crop this 
year? Who knows! As always, the 
weather is the dominant factor in 
the honey bee’s world.

Welsh Government 
springs a surprise 
on council mergers 


AFTER months of speculation 
in the light of the Williams 
Commission’s plan to reduce 
the number of councils in 
Wales, the Welsh Government 
has surprised commentators 
with its own preferred two 
options, writes PHILIP IRWIN. 

It plans to cut the number of 
councils by more than the co mm ission 
suggested, and is looking to reduce the 
number from 22 to either eight or nine. 

For the two councils in The GEM’s 
circulation area, it’s a case of ‘as 
expected’ for the Vale, but it’s quite a 
surprise for Bridgend (BCBC). 

While the Vale Council is expected 
to join with Cardiff, Bridgend is being 
lined up as part of a trio with Rhondda 
Cynon Taf (RCT) and Merthyr. 

In effect, it is a return to the old pre- 
1995 boundaries, as the Vale and 
Cardiff become what used to be south 
Glamorgan, and BCBC, RCT and 
Merthyr go back to the old mid- 
Glamorgan set up. 

However, speaking on Radio Wales, 
the former BCBC leader, Jeff Jones 
(now a local government consultant) 
said that the reorganisation was 
dependent on Labour winning a 
majority at next year’s Assembly 
elections, as none of the opposition 
parties had shown any inclination to 
support these proposals. 

He said that there was a potential for 
old resentments to resurface, as in 
South Glamorgan days, the Vale had 
felt squeezed out by the dominance of 


Cardiff, while in Mid-Glamorgan, 
Merthyr had felt that Bridgend had the 
dominant position. 

From a purely monetary point of 
view, it appears that Vale council tax 
payers will benefit, as Cardiff sets a 
lower rate than the Vale, so presumably 
an equalling out exercise would see 
Vale rates fall and Cardiff rates rise. 

From the same standpoint, Bridgend 
council tax payers look set to lose out, 
as BCBC sets the lowest rate of the 
trio, meaning that a similar levelling 
out would mean a council tax rise! 

It makes no difference to the Vale or 
Bridgend whether the Welsh 
Government opts for eight or nine. 
Two north Wales authorities, Isle of 
Anglesey, Gwynedd, Conwy and 
Denbighshire, and also Flintshire and 
Wrexham, would combine into one if 
the ‘eight’ option was taken. 

Public Service Minister Leighton 
Andrews said: “The case for fewer 
local authorities in Wales is compelling 
and widely accepted. We cannot afford 
to miss this opportunity to reform and 
reshape our councils to drive funding 
into improving frontline services. 

“I want to emphasise this is not a 
final decision. It is the next phase in 
our public debate. Following that, we 
will publish and consult on a draft 
‘Mergers and Reform’ Bill in the 
autumn. 

“This will include further, formal 
consultation on our proposals for local 
authority mergers and include a 
Regulatory Impact Assessment. 


LDP is ‘a sham’ - councillor 


A Dinas Powys 
councillor has told 
The GEM he 
believes the new 
LDP is little more 
than “a sham”. 

Chris Franks, Plaid 
Cymru, a Vale and 
community councillor, 
gave evidence before the 
Vale’s environment 
committee on Tuesday 
evening, June 16, but 
said the meeting was a 
“missed opportunity”. 

He said: “It was very 
disappointing. It was an 
opportunity for the 
public to have its say on 
the LDP, but the only 
people there were from 
Dinas Powys, because 
we told them (about the 
meeting). 


“I gave evidence and 
said that the community 
council took the LDP 
very seriously, and we 
were disappointed that 
the views of the 
community council had 
been ignored. 

“We feel the LDP is a 
sham. It hasn’t addressed 
traffic problems and 


public transport issues. 
We are also disappointed 
by the number of houses 
proposed - the numbers 
are guesswork.”

Calls made for a 
Vale councillor to 
step down after 
‘betrayal of trust ’ 


THERE have been calls for 
Vale councillor Rob Curtis to 
resign after he issued a 
statement last week 
confirming that he had 
pleaded guilty to a charge of 
common assault. 

In his statement, Coun Curtis 
said that while working as a 
volunteer warden on Skomer Island, 
he had placed his hand on the leg of 
a female volunteer, intending it as a 
“friendly gesture”. 

He went on to say that he had 
accepted the charge of common 
assault in the hope of “bringing this 
stressful matter to an end”. 

However, Coun Shirley Hodges, 
Plaid Cymru group leader on Barry 
Town Council, said: “Being a 
councillor, on the Vale Council or 
Barry Town Council, is a position of 
trust - and I believe he has betrayed 
that trust. 

“I’m angry that he portrayed 
himself as some kind of victim of the 
judicial system in his ‘public 
apology’ published in the press. 


“The only possible outcome is for 
Robert Curtis to resign as a 
councillor, and if the Labour Party 
allow him to continue to represent 
their party, then it undermines all of 
the work they have done in the 
Assembly on gender equality and 
ending violence against women.” 

Dennis Harkus of Barry also 
wrote to The GEM, expressing 
concerns. He said: “His self-referral 
to the Ombudsman may give the 
impression to some of a bold and 
noble gesture, but a referral to his 
voters would have been the more 
honourable thing to do”.

Merthyr Mawr 
WI hears a 
tale of Dyffryn 


PRESIDENT

Unfortunately, the 
speaker for the 
evening was 
unavailable —but 
luckily, member 
Gwerfil Gardner 
stepped into the 
breach. 

Gwerfil gave an 
interesting talk about the 
history of Dyffryn 
House. There was a 
house, belonging to the 
Bishop of Llandaff, on 
the site as early as the 
7th century. In 
Elizabethan times, the 
house was known as 
Cwrt Defaid and it 
became known as 
Dyffryn in the 18th 
century when it was sold 
to the Pryce family, who 
built a Georgian manor 
house on the site. 

In 1891, the house 
passed into the hands of 
the Cory family. This 
family originated from 
Devon and were traders, 
moving goods between 
Cardiff, Devon and 
Ireland. The Cory 
family progressed from 
being traders to 
becoming shipping 
agents and then with the 
boom of Cardiff they 
became ship owners and 
colliery owners. 

The family was also 
known for philanthropic 


work in the community. 
The house and estate 
were sold in the 1930s to 
Sir Cennydd Traherne, 
who really only wanted 
the estate and he offered 
the house and gardens to 
the county for 
educational purposes. 

The house was then 
used for courses and 
conferences, but the 
fabric of the house fell 
into disrepair. The 
National Trust became 
involved with Dyffryn 
just over two years ago 
and it is gradually being 
restored. 

Two members, Enid 
Connick and June 
Henry, were lucky to be 
chosen to go the recent 
garden party held at 
Buckingham Palace as 
part of the celebrations 
for the centenary of the 
WI. 

The party was hosted 
by the Duchess of 
Cornwall, Princess 
Alexandra, The Countess 
of Wessex and the 
Duchess of Gloucester.

(Chris Pratt), who has 
managed to form a 
relationship with the 
dreaded velociraptors. 

All is going well at 
the park, until a 
dinosaur that has been 
genetically spliced 
together, known as the 
Indominus Rex, and 
intended to boost 
attendance levels, gets 
loose - and as the 
danger level in the park 
rises, Claire’s nephews 
(Nick Robinson and Ty 
Simpkins) get caught up 
in the deadly events and 
Nick and his team are 
sent on a rescue 
operation... 

Stepping into the 
shoes of Steven 
Spielberg is a tough 
enough task, but when 
it comes to making a 
further instalment of the 
Jurassic Park franchise, 
then those shoes are T- 
Rex-sized. Arguably 
both Spielberg and Joe 
Johnson struggled to 
match the epic scale of 
the first film, so with 
Colin Trevorrow 
(director of only one 
film before this, indie 
time-traveller Safety Not 
Guaranteed) the latest 
to try his hand, the 
question is has he 
succeeded? 

The answer is, in the 
main, yes; showing an 
ambition and 
confidence belying his 
inexperience, Trevorrow 
has crafted a film that is

smartphones rather than 
taking in the spectacle 
the park has to offer. 

It means that this 
time around, there is 
work to be done to try 
and persuade audiences, 
yet also to satisfy the 
numerous fans that the 
franchise has, 
something the film 
takes great pains to 
address and they run 
that tightrope very well, 
even if it sometimes 
harks back a little too 
much at times. 

The main ‘story 
beats’ (children whose 
parents are getting 
divorced get lost in the 
park, adults with child 
intimacy issues, 
company men with 
nefarious schemes) all 
feel fully realised 
thanks to the first film, 
while several set-pieces, 
although cleverly 
nodding to the first 
film, feel a little too 
familiar. 

Also there are some 
plot points (one 
ruminating on the idea 
of velociraptors being 
used as a surrogate 
armed forces) that don’t 
quite work that well in 
the overall scheme of 
things. 

However, to 
concentrate on this does 
Trevorrow and 
company a great 
disservice, as this is 
patently a passion 


project for the director, 
and one he handles with 
aplomb. He shows a 
wonderful ability to 
meld CGI and real 
animatronics together, 
creating a world that is 
both spectacular and 
also realistic, while the 
film has the look and 
feel of Spielberg’s 
original offering but 
without slavishly 
copying it. 

The new addition to 
the dinosaur villains’ 
gallery, the Indominus 
Rex, is suitably violent 
and deadly (perhaps the 
key reason for the 12A 
certificate), a fearsome 
amalgamation of several 
animals and dinosaurs 
that is less an attraction 
and more a lean, mean 
killing machine. 

The human 
characters feel a little 
two-dimensional, yet 
imbued with character 
by the performers, so 
Chris Pratt’s stoically 
heroic man of action, 
Bryce Dallas Howard’s 
uptight manager, and Ty 
Simpkins and Nick 
Robinson’s wide-eyed 
youngster and phone- 
obsessed teenager 
respectively, are all 
given extra shades 
thanks to the 
performers. 

As summer 
blockbusters go, 
Jurassic World is an 
assured, wildly- 


entertaining thrill ride 
of a film, overseen by a 
director whose first shot 
at the big leagues is a 
success - the whiff of 
nostalgia is more than 
prevalent, but when it 
comes to this franchise, 
what’s not to love about 
that? 

VERDICT: A shot 
of nostalgia but a thrill 
ride on its own terms, 


Jurassic World is an 
entertaining blockbuster 
that’s difficult not to 
enjoy. Treading the line 
between offering 
something fresh and 
exciting, and harking 
back to the franchise’s 
best moments, this is a 
strong offering.

Mongolian yurts — 
Llynfi’s best-kept 
tourism secret! 



SHADOW Welsh Tourism 
Minister Suzy Davies has 
praised one of the Llynfi 
Valley’s “best kept secrets” - a 
holiday centre at Lletty 
Brongu, where visitors stay in 
Mongolian yurts! 

The Cwm Tawel holiday centre was 
set up by residents of Bryn Terrace in 
Llety Brongu, who jointly own and run 
it as a co-operative social enterprise. 

The village has had communal 
allotments for some time but four years 
ago, they decided to branch out into 
providing holiday accommodation. 

The centre’s only employee is Phil 
Williams - all the other workers, 
including his wife Sandra, are 
volunteers. After the group had their 
initial idea, they set about importing 
four Mongolian yurts more usually 
seen on the vast steppes of their home 
country. 

Phil said: “Initially, we were going 
to have tipis, but we did some research 
and realised that the yurts would be 
better.” 

The site was leased from local 
farmers, Irene and Eiryl Garfield, who 
have been totally supportive of the 
plan. After planning permission was 
obtained, the team set about erecting 
the yurts - each with its own decking 
and barbecue area plus a communal 
round house where the holidaymakers 
can gather in the evening to socialise 
and cook in the special oven built of 
stone. 

But the site also boasts a wooden 
building where a kitchen is located, 
with its own Rayburn, plus a range of 
microwaves, kettles, refrigerators and 
the like. 


Next door is a shower block and a 
series of earth toilets. And there’s also 
a hot tub heated by a wood boiler. All 
of this was built by Phil and the 
volunteers. 

The Tory regional AM for South 
Wales West was very impressed with 
the entire development: “This is a 
wonderful concept,” she said. “The 
location is fabulous with beautiful 
views of surrounding countryside. 

“It’s a great place to just get away 
from everything but it is also close 
enough to Llangynwyd, where the 
visitors can pop into the local pubs for 
a meal or a drink and also get what 
they need in local shops. So it brings 
money into the area and everyone 
benefits.” 

Some of the volunteers are on 
placement from employment agencies 
and are taught a variety of skills, 
including dry stone walling, hedging, 
wood carving, fencing and gardening. 

The centre has a poly tunnel, where 
the volunteers grow a variety of food 
stuffs which is on sale to the guests. 
Craft courses are also available for 
them. 

Guests have come from as far afield 
as Canada and Australia while others 
have travelled just a few miles to stay. 
Each yurt sleeps five people. 

Suzy added: “This is a prime 
example of how a group of people 
committed to a great idea and made it a 
success for themselves and the local 
economy. It has been meticulously 
planned and executed. 

“This is the sort of innovative 
tourism that Wales needs - something 
that shows Wales can be about the 
unexpected as well as the warm 
welcome.”

ANGLERS are 
being urgently 
asked to help 
conserve fish 

stocks - by agreeing 
to release all the 
salmon and more of 
the sea trout they 
catch in 2015. 

Natural Resources 
Wales made the plea this 
week following reports 
that salmon numbers in 
Welsh rivers seriously 
declined last year and 
while sea trout numbers 
were more variable with 
some rivers performing 
well, others are showing 
continuing decline. 

“As part of efforts to 
address this, NRW would 
like to see anglers release 
all the salmon and more 
of the sea trout they catch 
to ensure more fish 
migrate upstream to 
spawn and produce more 
juvenile fish to help 
boost stocks,” a 
spokesperson said. 

At present, an average 


of 78 per cent of salmon 
and sea trout are released 
after being caught. 
Figures from the Wye 
and Taff, where 
mandatory 100 per cent 
catch and release 
byelaws are in place, 
suggest that catch and 
release can have a 
positive effect on fish 
stocks. 

Both the Wye and Taff 
have shown an 
improvement in salmon 
numbers in 2014 and are 
now predicted to move 
out of the ‘at risk’ 
category by 2019 thanks 
to a combination of catch 
and release and 
improvements in habitat 
and water quality. 

Fish stocks in a total 
of 23 salmon and 27 sea 
trout rivers are assessed 
annually in Wales and 
placed in risk categories. 

The assessments based 
on 2014 figures show 23 
salmon rivers either ‘at 
risk’ ,or ‘probably at 
risk’.

We’ve not yet seen any detail on 
the plan, and it’s not clear what sort 
of leisure facility it would be and 
who will pay for it, but it’s a start. 

It seems a serious proposal and 
I’m looking forward to seeing more 
about it in the next few weeks. 

Who would you take advice from 
if you wanted to invest your money? 
Well, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer would be the last person 
you’d want to see. 

Last week he announced that he is 
going to sell the UK Government’s 
shares in the Royal Bank of Scotland 
at a loss of £7 billion. That’s enough 
to run the Welsh NHS for a year. 

There are serious questions about 
why he wants to do this and why the 
taxpayer has to take this loss. Surely 
it would be better to wait until the 
bank is in a stronger position and sell 
the shares at a profit? 

I suspect that he is short of money 
to pay for the manifesto pledges that 
David Cameron made at the general 
election and needs to have a fire 
sale. It’s a shame that all of us will 
have to take the loss. 

Cardiff Airport goes from strength 
to strength.

John Bailey.

29 full international 
caps in 1956 against an 
England team that 
included Manchester 
United star Duncan 
Edwards, Berndtsson 
had been part of the 
Sweden squad that 
reached the final of the 

1958 World Cup on 
home soil, featuring in 
the group stage match 
against Wales. 

It was mere months 
later, in early 1959, that 
Bailey and manager 
Harry Haslam pulled off 
their astonishing coup: 
signing Berndtsson, in 
the prime of his career, 
to a loan deal at Barry 
Town. 

Bailey had 
maintained business 
interests in the country 
for some time, using his 
connections to bring 
IFK Stockholm to Barry 
for two friendlies and to 
organise a six-match 
tour of Sweden for the 
Town side. 

The subsequent 
signing of Berndtsson 
would catch the 
imagination of the Barry 
public and a sizeable 
crowd came to .Tenner 
Park on February 21, 

1959 to witness the first 
of his 20-plus 
appearances, a 1-1 draw 
against Wellington 
Town. 

He was described as 
“an extremely clever 
footballer” who “thrilled 
the Jenner Park crowd 
with some wonderful 
touches”. 

Scoring his first 
Barry goal in the 2-0 
win at Bath City the 
following Saturday, 
Berndtsson would open 
his account at Jenner 
Park in the 3-1 victory 
over Lovells Athletic, a 
fortnight after his debut. 

Only weeks after 
making the scoresheet 
in a Welsh League 
fixture against Brecon 
Corries, Berndtsson 
helped Sweden to 
victory over Portugal in 
front of a hometown 
crowd of 44,000 in 
Gothenburg. 

Continuing his 
success on the 


international stage, 
Berndtsson would also 
play in October’s 3-2 
win over England at 
Wembley; a match 
watched by some 
80,000 spectators. 

By this time, 
Berndtsson had resumed 
his club career with IFK 
Gothenburg, but he 
would make a 
remarkable return to 
Barry for a second spell 
in 1961. 

Described as “a firm 
favourite” by reporter 
Clive Phillips, he would 
later play in the 1962 
European 
Championships, 
featuring in the 
tournament win over 
neighbours Norway and 
ending his international 
career with five goals to 
his credit. 

Reflecting on his 
time at Jenner Park, 
Barry club historian Jeff 
Mclnery remarked that 
Bemdtsson’s value 
today may well have 
exceeded the £10 
million mark. 

Continuing his 
lifelong love for 
football, the sprightly 
Swede remained 
actively involved with 
IFK Gothenburg until 
his untimely passing, 
training with the club’s 
‘old boys’ each 
weekend and lacing up 
the boots for veterans 
action well into his 
senior years. 

Indeed, such was his 
level of health that his 
passing stunned the 
Gothenburg community 
when reported. 

Held in the highest of 
regards, longtime friend 
Tomas Granbom 
recalled that Berndtsson 
“enjoyed his time with 
Barry Town,” and 
echoed the consensus of 
those close to him, 
calling the European 
Cup footballer and 
World Cup silver 
medallist “pure class” 
and “a gentleman” to 
match. 

“The world he better 
if everyone could be like 
him.”

Nick, who was a great judge of racing 
pace, will not be lost to the sport as he will be 
taking in horses for pre-training as well as 
training a few himself.

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Spirited and brave Wales take gigantic 
step towards Euro 2016 qualification 


T HE build-up to Wales’ encounter 
with Belgium at the Cardiff City 
Stadium on Friday night was 
prefaced with much talk about it being 
one of the biggest games in the history 
of the national side. 

While the enormity of the fixture could not be 
doubted (and a sell-out crowd attested to that), 
the truth is that this Belgian test was another step 
up the ladder for a team who had, thus far in their 
qualifying campaign for next year's European 
Championships, impressed and surprised in equal 
measure. 

Belgium arrived on the back of being named 
the second best side in the world via the FIFA 
world ranking system, but with a squad weakened 
by skipper Vincent Kompany's suspension and 
Marouane Fellaini missing through injury. 

Add to that Eden Hazard’s assertion that, on 
the back of his adventures for club and country, 
he was feeling tired, and the scene was set for a 
night where maybe, just maybe, the stars would 
align for another famous Welsh victory. 

That those stars aligned was as a result of a 
professional, disciplined performance by the 
Welsh team, particularly in defence, as the 


Belgians struggled to find a way through a 
rearguard action marshalled by imperious captain 
Ashley Williams, but with James Chester, Chris 
Gunter (moved from his usual right-back position 
to centre-back), Ashley Richards and Neil Taylor 
pushing their bodies to the limit to keep out the 
seeming never-ending stream of Belgian attacks. 

It was a nervy opening 20 minutes or so from 
Wales, who seemed to allow Belgium to dictate 
the pace and tempo of the game, with danger man 
Hazard, as well as Kevin De Bruyne, getting on 
the ball a little too regularly for Coleman’s liking. 

However, buoyed by a sellout crowd of 33,000 
fans, creating an atmosphere not seen since the 
heady days of Wales’ Euro 2004 qualifying 
campaign, when Wales put Italy to the sword, the 
men in red soon battled their way back into the 
game. 

On the 25 minute mark Gareth Bale (winning 
his 50th cap) was quickest to react to 
Nainggolan’s weak back header, and controlled 
the ball with his chest before calmly dispatching 
it through Thibaut Courtois’ legs to give Wales 
the lead. 

This goal not only sent the crowd wild, but 
gave renewed optimism and confidence to the 
Welsh, and Hal Robson-Kanu (whose hard work 


alone up front deserves mention) should have 
done better with the goal at his mercy after 
Ramsay’s effort was saved by Courtois. 

The game ebbed and flowed after that, in a 
match that was high in tempo and spirit but low 
in quality, with the Welsh rearguard nullifying the 
attempts of Hazard and De Bruyne to get 
Belgium back in the game. 

When their constant pressure came to naught, 
and the final whistle was blown to exultant 
scenes, Wales celebrated a victory that solidified 
their position in the box seat of Group B, moving 
three points clear of their visitors, and, more 
importantly, five points clear of third place Israel 
with four games remaining. 

It is also worth noting that this win should not 
only see Wales enter the top 10 of the FIFA 
rankings next month, but also put them into the 
top seeds when the draw is made for the World 
Cup qualifying groups, meaning the Welsh should 
avoid the big guns. 

This result marked Wales’ best start to a 
qualifying campaign, with four wins and two 
draws in their opening six games, but it would be 
churlish to consider the job done, not least with 
tricky trips to Cyprus and Bosnia to come. 

But with Israel and Andorra having to visit 


Cardiff, Coleman's team have their fate very 
much in their own hands. 

There were some negatives, most notably 
Aaron Ramsay’s inability to get a foothold on the 
game and cause the problems he is more than 
capable of creating, while Coleman has instilled a 
greater level of quality in the team’s play that 
went unseen on Friday. 

But in a way it is fitting that style was very 
much overshadowed by substance as Wales 
battled their way to what may be the pivotal 
result in their hopes of heading to France next 
summer. 

The comment of ‘brave Wales’ used to be a 
balm to soothe the wounds of defeats where we 
put up a strong fight before being dispatched by 
our opponents; yet after Friday night’s exertions 
it can now apply to our ability to face our 
opponents head-on and grind out results, a facet 
that has been sorely lacking in the national team 
for a long time. 

We'll know more after September’s double- 
header against Cyprus and Israel, but on the 
evidence of Friday, the dream is edging ever- 
closer to reality.
